Numerous Errors in Specification 

35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, 
clear, concise, and exact terms." The specification is replete with terms which are not 
clear, concise and exact. The specification should be revised carefully in order to 
comply with 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Examples of some unclear, inexact or verbose terms used in the specification 
are: such as page 2 and page 3 consists of same information i.e., identical. 
Furthermore, on page 5, lines 14-15 and lines 24-25 appears to have repeating the 
sentence. Correction is required 
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Drawings Objected To 

The drawings are objected to because figures 1nad 2 should be labeled as a 
"Prior Art". Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Claims 1 - 4 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Admitted Prior Art (figures 1-2). 
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Reproduced from US publication no. 2004/0175069 
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Note that Figure 2 clearly teaches the claimed subject matter as claimed in 
claims 1-4 and 7. The spatial selector SE1 and SE2, SE1 selector comprises L is an 
optical ports G1, optical coupler , optical gate i.e., optical switch, L inputs receive a 
WDM signal, special selector SE2 comprises a demultiplexer, a multiplexer, SE1 send 
to its output only one of the L signals Ft which is received and an amplifier At. For 
details see Background of the Invention. 

Claims Objected, Allowable Subject matter 

Claims 5-6, and 9-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
